Tax Hodgepodge 


One of the most awesome tasks our legislators face 
this year is the equitable restructuring of our tax system. 
No one envies them their job, but everybody wants them 
to Do Something. 

The subject is so complex that we have no intention 
of entering into a debate on what should be done to which 
tax, or on what back the tax cat should be put. That way 
lies folly. 

Wc do have a suggestion, however, that is more philo¬ 
sophical than specific. It involves the whole of our tax 
systems — local, state and federal. 

It might be called the Premption Plan. Under such a 
plan each level of government would preempt for its pur¬ 
poses one or more forms of taxation. There would be no 
duplication or layering of any single form. As an example, 
the federal government might be given sole right to tax 
incomes. No state or lacal income taxes could be levied. 
The states might have as their major priority the sales 
tax. Property taxes might be the prerogative of local gov¬ 
ernment. 

Wc aren’t sure this would save anybody any money, 
of course; but it would save its benefits. We wouldn’t have 
to fill out two or more income tax forms for one thing. 
And at least we’d know a little more clearly where our 
money was going and who was spending it for us.

My mail over the past year has been challenging and 
interesting to say the least. It has become increasingly 
clear tile RTD continues to be an enigma in the minds 
of many people. What is it? Who owns it? Is it sub¬ 
sidized by the state? These and other coufuhing questions 
continually beset those who don't understand the District. 
Many of you good folks have live in this part of the state 
for years. You rode and enjoyed the big Red Cars, the 
short line, and others. What you may or may not have 
been aware of was a gradual decline in passengers while 
more and more cars clogged our streets. This led to a 
need for improved local transportation — a sort of merger 
of the bus and streetcar companies under one banner. 
The state legislature established the MTA to buy and 
operate the three existing bus companies. Bonds were sold 
to accoplish this, with payment underwritten by the state 
of California. When those bonds are paid for, the RTD 
(which began as the MTA) will be owned by the citizens 
of Los Angeles County. 

The RTD is required, at present, to pay all operating 
costs plus make annual payments on its bond endebtedness 
out of fare box revenue. No subsidy of any kind is avail¬ 
able to the RTD from city, county or state.
